4. Workers of the tyo organizations re -very much overburdened with taking census, 
che;King and rearranging street nunbers, and investigating the class and eco= 
nomic status of the residents of their areas. They are also required to attend 
two daily meetings, often totaling over four hours. 


5. these workers nre naive, stunid and susmicious, but they are easily over= 
vheimed by the feeling that ther are out of their denth. They are charace 
teristically afraid of the unfavorable reaction of their suveriors. A ty vi- 
cal team consists of a young well=indectrénated Sommunist Party revresenta- 
tive, not usually a former resident of the area; and one young former resi- 
dent, relatively »assive and often a forner low-level Nationalist govern~ 
nent member, who opplied fox the position. 
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
